On March 22nd 1957 the local British Consulate-General 
issued a visé valid for travelling to India and Burma. 

Teppers resides at 455 Boone Road. 

I should be much obliged to you if you would let me know, 
if possible, whether anything is known against this person fron 
a political moral point of view.
